London, Dee. 16; The war office has 
received a despatch announcing that 
Gen. Buller has met with a very ser- 
ious defeat; The following is Buller’s 
despatch; 

Dec. 15, 6.20 p. m.—I_ regret to re- 
port a serious reverse. I moved the 
full strength from our camp near 
Chieveley at 4 o'clock this morning. 
There are two fordable places in the 
Tugela river, and it was my intention 
to’ force a passage through them 
They are about two miles apart and 
my intention was to force one or the 
other with one brigade supported by a 
central brigade. Gen. Hart was to 
attack theileft drift, Gen. Hildyard the 
right and Gen Lyttleton was to attack 
the centre and to support either. 

Early in the day I saw that Gen. 
Hart would not be able to force a pass- 
agé and I directed him to withdraw. 
Ha had, however, attacked with great 
gallantry, and his leading battalion, 
the Connaught rangers, I fear suffer- 
eda great deal;. Col. Brooke was ser- 
iously wounded. I then ordered Gen. 
Hildyard to advance which he did, and 
his leading regiment, the East Surrey 
occupied Colenso station and houses 
near the bridge; At that moment I 
heard the whole of the artillery I had 
sent to support ihe attack. The 14th 
and{ 66th field batteries, and six naval 
twelve pounders quick firers under 
Col. Long, had advanced close to the 
river in Col. Long's desire to be within 
affective range. It proved to be full 
of the enemy who suddenly opened a 
galling fire at close range killing all 
their horses and the gunners were 
compelled to stand toe their guns. 
Some wagon teams got shelter for the 
troops and desperate efforts were made 
to brinz out the field_guns. The fire, 
however, was teo seyere and only two 
were saved by Capt, Schefield and 
irivers whose names(l1 wil! furn- 
ish. Another gallant attempt with 
three teams was made by an officer 
whose name I will obtain. Of 1& 
horses 13 were killed and several driv- 
ers wounded. 1 would not allow an- 
other attempt as it seemed that they 
would be a useless sacrifice of life to 
attempt to force the — passage 
unsupported by artillery. I directed 
he treeps to withdraw which they did 
in good order. Throughout the day a 
considerable force of the enemy was 
pressing on my right flank, but was 
kept back by mounted men under Lord 
Dundonald and part of Gen. Barton’s 
brigade. The day was intensely hot 
and trying to the troops, whose con- 
duct was excellent. 

We have abandoned ten guns and 
have lost by shell fire. Our losses in 
Gen. Hart's brigade are I fear heavy, 

though the proportion of severely 
wounded is i hape not Jarge. The 
four teenth and 66th field batteries 
also suffered severe losses, We have 
retired to our camp at Chieveley.

But’the bulk of the people 
are Dutch and quiie as ambitious for 
an independent Dutch republic cover- 
ing South Africa as the people of the 
Free State or the Transvaal. Indeed 
it was th» knowledge of the sympathy 
and expectation of the active assist- 
ance of this part of Cape Colony that 
was the chief inducement to the declar- 
ation of war by the Transvaal. Thp 

wonder is that they have not been 

mere active already. It would seem 
that their form,er quietude and pres- 
eut\ activity mean that only now have 
they awakened to the fact of <heir 

brethern needing help to drive the hat- 
ed British into the sea. As already 
stated the population is large and the 
wealth considerable, so that their ac- 
cession to the cause of the republics 
means plenty more trouble for Britain. 
At the same time there is no doubt 
thatthe bulk of the fighting force of 
their young men were in the armies 
of the Free State and Transvaal from 


west by 50 miles from north to south. 
The plan was a good one, but it has 
failed, owing to the necessity of send- 
ing ihe strongest British forces to 
Lsdysmith and Kimbeffey, and the 
worst that could have happened in 
norhtern Cape Colony has happened.

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LESSONS OF THE WAR. 
The reverse suffered by Gen. 


Gatacre’s force at Stormberg is the : 


most serious of the war, in its situa- 
tion,its circumstances and its necessary 
effect. That a British force of 4,000 
men should be entrapped, beaten back 
and pursued for miles sustaining a loss 
of 600 men or more is indeed a serious 
matter and should give cause for 
serious thought as to how such a dis- 
aster occurred. The loss of the 
number of men, although terrible and 
to be deplored, is not really so very 
itself. There are plenty 
more to take their places. Nor is the 
fact of a British defeat such a very 
serious affair. 


serious in 


There may be defeats 
that are more glcrious than some 
victories. The British hae been de- 
feated before and bave always retreiv- 
ed themselves, as they will on this 
occasion. The sting of this defeat is 
that it is the climax of a series of 
mishaps which began with the firs; 
battle of the war and have continued 


right through the piece. These occur- 


ences have not come by reason of any 
lack of courage or discipline or dash 


or persistency on the part of the 


soldiers. They have done on almost 


every field the supposed!y impossible 
—that is cleared with the bayonet 
intrenchments and positions manned 
by crack shots armed witb repeating 
rifles, maxims and quick-firing artil- 
ery. These conditions would account 
for the long lists of killed and wound- 
ed; but they do not account for the 
almost equally long roll of Buitish 
prisoners in Pretoria. This can only 
be accounted for by the incompetence 
of British officers, showing that they 
do not understand the art of war as 
applied to existing conditions. As a 
matter of fact,that the long whiskered 
Boers are the better generals. It was 
all very well to stand out against this 
belief although it was enforced by a 
series of what were euphemistically 
termed mishaps; but in the face of a 
disaster such as that at Stormberg, 
the facts are so plain aad the conse- 
quences are certain to be so far reach- 
ing, that it is well for the people who 
are supplying the blood and money to 
disabuse their minds of any false ideas 
on the subject and face the naked and 
discreditable truth—that snotwith. 
standing the continual experience of 
the British army in war, although the 
soldiers are the bravest and best dis- 
ciplined in the world, although they 
have the resources of the wealthiest 
empire on earth to draw upon tor 
equipment, British officers have been 
outgeneraled on almost every field- 
The victories in almost cases are due to 
the men not to the officers. To say 
that Gen. Gatacre was treacherously 
entrapped is a sufficient reason for the 
retreat of his men, but is his greatest 
The busi- 
ness of a general is tu keep out of am- 
buscades and to so dispose his men 
that they may fight to the best advan- 
tage. The general who does not do 
that invites disaster, even if he does 
not achieve it as did Gen. Gatacre. 
Nowadays an officer is only of value 
for what he knows, not for what he 


condemnation as a general. 


does and certainly a majority of the 
British officers of both high and low 
rank in the present war have develop- 
ed a capacity for not knowing thirgs 
that may be wondered at but cannot 
be explained on any grounds credita- 
ble to them. Jt is to be hoped and 
may indeed be expected, that as the 
war progresses, with the rapid promo- 
tions occasioned by Boer bullets, a 
Class of officers will be developed, who 
having learned their trade from the 
Boers will be able to cope with them 
on their own ground. This means a 
long War and a bloody one, but it will 
not have been in vain if the resuit 
Wul be to officer the British army 
with men who understand their busi- 
Ness; as say the officers of the British 
"4Vy understand theirs.

A SERIOUS BUSINESS. 
The war news arriving by last 
weeks’ mail and telegraph is, to put it 
mildly, very disappointing froma Bri- 
tish point of view. It was confidently 
expected that when the - reinforce- 
ments arrived and the opposing ar- 
mies were brought to equal terms in 
point of numbers the principal difficul- 
ties in the way of the British would 
have disappeared. Clearly this is not 
so. The events of the past week, be- 
gining with Gatacre’s defeat- on Sun- 
day followed by Methuen’s repulse on 
Monday, and ending with Buller’s re- 
pulse on Friday, have cleared away 
any misunderstanding as tothe num- 
bers fighting capabilities and gen- 
‘ eralship of the Boers. It is perfectly 
clear that on these three occasions the 
British were outgeneraled. That the 
Boers have learned how to fight the 
British more quickly than the British 
have learned how to fight the Boers. 
Perhaps outgeneraled is not the proper 
word. There has been such an utter 
lack of appreciation on the part of the 
British officers of the changed condi- 
tions of warfare resulting from the 
employment of improved weapons by 
men who know how to use them, as to 
take away from them the right to 
claim even the most ordinary common 
sense, to say nothing of generalship. 
At one stage of the world’s history it 
may have been proper to hold the be: 
lief that nothing is impossible. But 
in the present day the only road to 
success is the one that attempts only 
the possible and avoids the impossible. 
The genius > success is the ability to 
distinguish in good time between the 
possible and the impossible. 

That Britain has undertaken a dif- 
ficult aud costly task is now plain, but 
the very fact of its difficulty and cost 
readers it all the more necessary that 
it should be carried to a successful 
conclusion no matter how severely the 
resources of the Empire may be taxed, 
In the present state offthe world with 
militarism dominant throughout Eur- 
ope the only condition upon which the 
empire can be maintained is by the 
maintenance of its military prestige. 
Take away the idea that the empire 
can be supported by force of arms and 
it could not be supported at all for 
very long. If it should appear that 
the forces of the empire were not suf- 
ficient to maintain the prestige of the 
empire against a people numbering 
less than half a willion at an outside 
estimate it would be a standing invi- 
tation to the great powers to come in 
and possess what Britain might be ex- 
pected to be unable to defend. Vic- 
tory, unquestioned and complete in the 
present war is necessary to the future 
peace of the empire. The lives lost 
and the money spent now will save 
both lives and money in the future. 
This is the material reason why_ re- 
verses must only count as additional 
reasons for ultimate success. 

But there isa sentimental reason, 
deeper than the material. The men 
who have died for Britain’s glory in 
this war cannot be allowed to have 
died in vain, nor can the thousands of 
loyal British people in Cape Colony 
and Natal, who have risked every- 
thing in this war be abandoned to the 
tyranny of their Boer neighbors and 
enemies. If the British empire is 
worthy of the mission which has been 
its boast, now is the time when that 
worth must be shown. 

Were there nothing to turn to but 
the recent reverses, suffered by the 
three principal British forces, the out- 
look would be anything but promising 
But while the principal generals have 
disappointed their friends, some of the 
lesser officers have shown a_ capability 
for meeting the Boers on their own 
ground, which shows that the genius 
of the commander as well as the pluck 
of the soldier are still to be found in 
the British army. 

The defense of Mafeking by Col. 
Baden-Powel: forms, oue of the bright- 
est pages in British military history. 
Even though he should be compelled 
to give up in the end he has won the 
respect of his antagonists, as well as 
the admiration of his friends. 

Gen. French, who commanded at 
Elandslaagte and Bester’s hill, the 
most complete victories of the war, has 
even within the past week of misfor- 
tune been victorious in a serious skim 
mish involving the retreat of nearly 
2,000 of the enemy with a loss of 40 
in killed and wounded. 

The exploit of 600 Natal volun- 
teers in capturing and destroying — 
of the principal cannons used 10 the 
siege of Ladysmith is one of the most 
brilliant deeds on record, when all the 
circumstances are considered. 


With such achievements as these 10 


view it is plain that the British have 
not only the men, but the officers to 
beat the world. But as plainly the 
efficers now in command are not the 
men. Nor is it likely that any officers 
trained on other fields would be suc- 
cessful against the to them entirely 
new tactics and methods of the Boers. 
The trade will have to be learned 
from the Boers themselves, but once it 
is learned it will put the British army 
more unquestionably than ever at the 
head of the armies of the world. The 
idea that it is bad form for a British 
officer to know things will be extinct 


before the British army reaches Pre- 
toria.

The following is froma recent speech 
by Hon. G. W. Ross, premier cf On- 
tario, delivered at Whitby, Ont;. 
We want to feel more and more the 
growing responsibilities upon us—shall 
I say the growing responsibilities up- 
on the Dominion of Canada, of which 
Ontario is the most important part ?

It 
will be just what our energy in de- 
veloping the latent resources of the 
country, in cneouraging settlement 
and in improving the social condition 
of the people will make it. - - - - 
We have not, shill I say, enough con- 
fidenc: in ou's lves. We have not con- 
fidence enough in ourselves as Can- 
adians. We are looking to the United 
States, to the Washingtons, Websters 
and Lincolns, and seeing in these 
mames the elements of greatness, for- 
getting that on Canadian soil we have 
their equals in the Browas, Baidwins, 
Blakes and Mowats of the present day. 
Let, us display our loyalty to our own 
men. Let the children of Canada 
know. that Canadian soil will produce 
men ihe equai of any other scil. We 
think of the great expanse of the 
United S:ates, forgetting we have a 
still greater expanse. We talk of the 
constiiuijonal development of England, 
forgetting that we have made even 
greater development constitutionally 
than England. There is no land more 
free, there are no institutions more 
stable, no people more intelligent than 


ours. No premier of any country can 
properly indulge in greater  feel- 
ings of pride than I = can in- 
dulge in, in being the first 
minister of this great province.

Boer Head iaager, Ladysmith, Fri- 
day, Dec. 8.—The British troops made 
a sortie between one and two o’clock 
in the morning.

SOLDIER’S PAY. 
An Ottawa despatch says; Dr. Bor- 


den, who has returned here, has decid- 


e@ to pay the wives of Cana- 
dian __ soldiers in the Trans- 
vaal the amount which, under 


army regulations they are entitled to 
receive from the Imperia’ govern- 
ment. The amount due them for No- 
vember has already been paid, as that 
was a fixed charge against the Cana- 
dian government, but now the trvops 
have passed uncer Imperial control and 
payment, according to arrangements 
made by the British government, de- 
volves upon the home authorities. 

However, it would mean delay to 
wait until the money was received 
from the war office, and therefore the 
minister of militia has decided to 
pa ythe sunis due the wives and child- 
ren of Canadian soldiers out of the 
Canadian treasury. In this way, there 
will be no delay. Whether a refund 
will ke asked for from the British 
government afterwards is a matter 
which can be decided wheu the war 
is over. 

It is also understood that the goy- 
ernment will pay the members of the 
permanent corps who are in the Cana- 
dian contingent full pay during their 
absenke. .What members of the mil- 
itia will receive has not been decid- 
ed upo. Some of them are now re- 
ceiving full pay from the Dominion 
government, if they happen to be in 
the civil service, from *he provincial 
governments, or from firms in whose 
employment they were before leaving.
